Jefferson City, Mo.—A procla­ 
mation establishing the week 
of 
April 14 to 21 as Wildlife Con­ 
servation Week in Missouri, and 
urging every Missourian interest­ 
ed in the wildlife resources of the 
state to participate in its observ­ 
ance, has been signed by Gover­ 
nor Forrest C. Donnell. 
The proclamation is as follows: 
“For the past three years, Mis­ 
souri has joined the other states 
in 
o b s e r v i n g 
“Conservation 
W eek”, for the purpose of stim u­ 
lating and encouraging education­ 
al and activities programs toward 
preservation and 
restoration 
of 
the nation's natural resources. 
W ar Abroad, and our own N a­ 
tional emergency have impressed 
all citizens anew with the nec­ 
essity of mobilizing all resources, 
m an-power, energy and m aterials 
for National defense. New m ean­ 
ing has been given to the value of 
our rich natural resources. 
Past 
experiences, and frequently irre­ 
parable harm have given new im ­ 
portance to the necessity of using 
this 
vast 
wealth 
intelligently, 
even in time of emergency, so as 
to guard against waste and 
un­ 
law ful encroachment. 
For the past three 
years, 
the 
State Departm ent of 
Education, 
the 
Conservation 
Commission, 
Federal Agencies, civic and con­ 
servation organizations, 
teachers 
and other leaders have conducted 
educational programs acquainting 
youth and the general public with 
M issouri’s wealth of natural 
re- 


sources and the wisdom of using 
them wisely, 
conserving 
them, 
and restoring them. 
The observance of 
“Conserva­ 
tion Week” is timely, 
and 
ap­ 
propriate, and in the interests of a 
greater Missouri and

Now, therefore, to this end, I,

Or if you prefer row application, 
use two pounds of plant food for 
each 50 feet of row. When the soil 
Is prepared, apply the plant food 
in a strip approximately six inches 
wide, and then rake it into the top 
soil before planting the seed. 
For vegetables grown in hills, or 
in transplanting, mix a level table­ 
spoonful of plant food thoroughly 
with the soil in the bottom of the 
hill before planting. 
For vegetables that require a 
long growing season, such as toma­ 
toes, cabbage, celery, peppers, etc., 
use four pounds of plant food per 
100 square feet, when the bed is 
prepared. Then feed a heaping tea- 
spoonful per square foot every six 
weeks thereafter. 
Do the work yourself—it’s exer­ 
cise and recreation, too. Plan be­ 
fore you plant. Intelligent planning 
is based on knowledge of proper 
planting dates for each vegetable, 
selection of the best varieties, an 
understanding of space needed for 
each vegetable, and the length of 
time required for maturity.

This has been 
interpreted to mean a yearly ex­ 
amination, including a Kahn test 
for syphilis.

ment for syphilis are no menace 
by casual contact, we were

siderably dismayed 
to 
discover 
that many of our patients were to

"Enforcement of this law 
has

considerable 
agitation 
among employers when they dis- ! 
covered cases of syphilis among 
their employes.

what we could to make them see 
the light and have generally suc­ 
ceeded. 
One large firm, however, 
has persisted in firing its infected 
employees, even though they had 
secured food handler’s cards.

person reasonably 
suspected

being so infected, who refused to 
take treatment or to be examined. 
"W e look upon the incorpora­ 
tion of a gonorrhea control 
pro­ 
gram into our present work some­ 
what in the same way 
that 
we 
looked upon the problem of oper­ 
ating the mobile clinic. 
The need 
is obvious, but the time element 
is an obstacle. 
If as much can be 
accomplished in connection with 
gonorrhea control us was accom­
